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FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Food Additives Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 


Scientific institutions, manufacturing organizations and trade agencies have often assigned different names to the 
coal tar food colours in order to provide names which are easily understandable and pronounceable. The 
assignment of such names has sometimes created confusion in the trade. This standard was prepared to establish 
common names for coal tar food colours as permitted under the Food Safety and Standards (Food Products 
Standards and Food Additives) Regulations, 2011. The common names given in this standard shall apply to pure 
coal tar dyes and shall not be used for colour preparations. The common names given in this standard are not 
proprietary names. 


This standard was first published in 1969. In this revision, International Numbering System (INS No.) and 
Chemical Abstracts Service (CAS No.) have been introduced for coal tar food colours. 


The composition of the Committee responsible for the formulation of this standard is given in Annex A.
